THE FUTURE OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Th e Su n reproduces th e interview with 
Senator Ingalls of Kansas, wh ich it first pub­ 
lish ed early in October, on th e com ing great 
ness of th e American republic. T h e Senators 
views h ave grown greatly in value by th e 
election, wh ich h as settled several questions 
vital to tbo grow th and destiny of th e nation 
for at least a quarter of a century , and proba­ 
bly for all time. 
Hence th ey will be received 
with an interest wh ich could not possibly at­ 
tach to th em a m onth ago, wh en a general 
impression prevailed th at th e re-election of 
President Cleveland was possible and even 
probable. 
T h e Senator began by quoting Steph en A. 
D ouglas’s memorable expression, “ an ocean 
bound republic.” 
He said th e idea was as 
old as Jam estow n and Ply m outh . 
It was 
th e 
cargo 
of 
th e 
May flower. 
Obedient to its impulse, th e colum n of An 
glo-Saxou migration h as m arch ed across th e 
continent, expelled th e Indian, th e fre nc h ­ 
man, th e Spaniard and th e Ch inese, and now 
pauses on th e coast of th e Pacific. 
Having 
abolish ed th e W estern frontier, it will now 
move toward th e pole and th e equator. 
M e 
h ave reach ed th e lim it of arable land, and in 
ten y ears th e h omestead sy stem will bo ex 
tinct. 
T h e pressure of surplus population 
will soon absorb Mexico and Canada, and 
possibly th e W est Indies. 
W e h ave paid du­ 
ties enough on sugar in th e past th irty y ears 
to h ave purch ased Cuba from Spain th ree 
tim es over. 
Besides, 
th e surplus African 
population will require an outlet toward th e 
torrid zone before th e close of th e century . 
Th e Senator h olds th at th e w h ites and blacks 
of th e South will not assimilate, and h ence 
th ere 
will 
be 
an 
eventual 
separation, 
th e 
negroes 
establish ing 
states 
of 
th eir own in th e tropics. 
“ W e h ave now a 
continuous line of railway to Mexico. 
It will 
soon be continued to th e valley of th e A m a­ 
zon. 
Vestibulcd trains will run th rough 
with out ch ange from New Y ork to Buenos 
Ay res. 
Along th is line ^th e Anglo-Saxon 
race will move to th e dom ina'iou of th e h em ­ 
isph ere.” 
Th e process of absorption, in th e Senator’s 
opinion, will begin with Canada. 
He looks 
upon Canada as already practically American, 
in full sy m path y with th e United States. He 
regards th e policy of retaliation as im possi­ 
ble, because neith er th e U nited States nor 
Canada desires to be offensive. 
But England 
h e regards as th e enemy of both . W e quote : 


Th e umbiUeal cord between England and Canada 
was long since severed. Th e autonomy of th e Do­ 
minion is c<xuplete. Th e intrusion of England in 
th e policies of tuis continent is an intolerable imper­ 
tinence. It is dictated by deliberate h ostility to th e 
United States. It is a studied affront wh ich our peo­ 
ple understand and will ultimately resent. Talk as 
we may about kindrtd blood, and th e language of 
Milton and Sh akespeare, th ere is not an American 
wh o doe« not feel instinctively th at England is th e 
only enemy we h ave among th e nations, and sooner 
or later we sh all be coiapelieil by self-respect, if not 
for self-preservation, to obliterate every vestige of 
British power from th is h emisph ere. Th ere is no al­ 
ternative. Th e guns of Halifax and Vancouver are 
pointed at us. Th e Canadian Pacific Railroad, built 
by England’s subsidies,makes our north ern frontier 
more vulnerable th an out seacoost. Great Britain, 
jealous of our supremacy ,is inexorably opposed to 
our territorial expansion W ard th e pole and th e 
equator. Her clrcumvallftfon is complete. Her 
navy stations and fortresse: menace us from every 
point of th e compass. Eroi th e close of th e Revo- 
lut 


braska, California, Iowa and Oregon—states 
so solidly Republican th at it would be Impos­ 
sible to gerry m ander a Dem ocratic district 
out of th em. 
To th is is to be added th e rep­ 
resentation in both Houses of Congress and 
th e Electoral College from at least seven new 
states, equally solid in th eir Republicanism. 
Th e census will be com pleted in 4890, and 
th e new apportionm ent will be made by th e 
fifty -first Congress, already elected, in th e 
session of 1890-01. 
It Is not to go over and 
be left to th e ch ances of a new Congressioaal 
election in 1890. 
If th e Republicans cun h old th eir present 
m ajority of 20 or more in th e com ing House 
from th e existing districts, th e accessions by 
a new apportionm ent, by gains in th e new 
South and by th e admission of new stntes, 
will carry th at m ajority up to 60 in th e fifty - 
second Congress. 
If it can h old New York 
in th e next Presidential eleetion th e Republi­ 
can successor of Benjamin Harrison can 
be reasonably assured of a two-tbirds m ajor­ 
ity in th e Electoral College. 
Th e new states 
will of course give th e Senate to th e Republi­ 
cans by an overwh elm ing m ajority . 
And 
th ese new states, added to th ose wh ich now 
elect Republican Legislatures, will make pos­ 
sible some very necessary am endm ents to th e 
constitution. 
It is possible, especially , th at 
Article 14, Section 2, can be made clearer 
th an it is. 
If th e colored people of th e South 
are not allowed to vote, it is im portant th at 
th e basis of representation sh ould be reduced 
by excluding th e entire colored population, 
or else by basing representation upon th e vote 
cast, instead of ujxin th e census.

ing capacity during th e preceding decade. 
T h is fraud alone sufficed to elect a Demo 
cratic P resident in 1884 and to give th e 
South controf of th e House for six y ears. 
A ll of th is is to be ch anged.

THE FUTURE OF THE REPUBLIC. 


The Sun reproduces the interview with 
Senator Ingalls of Kansas, which it first pub' 
lislied early in October, on the comiug great 
ness of the American republic. The Senator s 
views have grown greatly in value by the 
election, which has settled several questions 
vital to the growth and destiny of the nation 
for at least a quarter of a century, and proba 
bly for all time. 
Hence they will be received 
with an interest which could not possibly at­ 
tach to them a m outh ago. when a general 
impression prevailed that the re-election of 
President Cleveland was possible and even 
probable. 
The Senator began by quoting Stephen A. 
Douglas’s memorable expression, “ an ocean- 
bound republic.” 
He said the idea was as 
old as Jam estown and Plymouth. 
It was 
the 
cargo 
of 
the 
Mayflower. 
Obedient to its impulse, the columu of A n­ 
glo-Saxon migration has marched across the 
continent, expelled the Indian, the French 
man, the Spaniard and the Chinese, and now 
pauses on the coast of the Pacific. 
Havin 
abolished the W estern frontier, it will now 
move toward the pole anil 'he equator. 
YVe 
have reached the limit of arable land, and in 
ten years the homestead system will bo ex 
tinct. 
The pressure of surplus population 
will soon absorb Mexico and Canada, and 
possibly the W est Indies. 
We have paid du 
ties enough on sugar in the past thirty years 
to have purchased Cuba from Spalu three 
tim es over. 
Besides, the surplus African 
popvdation will require an outlet toward the 
torrid zone before the close of the century. 
The Senator holds that the whites and blacks 
of the South will not assimilate, and hence 
there 
will 
be 
an 
eventual separation, 
the 
negroes 
establishing 
states 
of 
their own in the tropics. 
“ We have now a 
continuous line of railway to Mexico. 
It will 
soon be contiuucil to ttie valley of the Ama 
zon. 
Vestibulcd trains will run through 
without change from New York to Buenos 
Ayres. 
Along this liue ¿the Anglo-Saxon 
race will move to the domina’iou of the hem 
isphere.” 
The process of absorption, in the Senator’s 
opinion, will begin with Canada. 
He looks 
upon Cauada as already practically American, 
in full sympathy with the United States. He 
regards the policy of retaliation as impossi 
ble, because neither the United States nor 
Canada desires to be offensive. 
But England 
he regards as the enemy of both. W e quote 


The umbilical cord between England and Canada 
was long since severed. The autonomy of the Do­ 
minion is complete. The intrusion of England in 
the policies of this continent is an intolerable im per­ 
tinence. Ii is dictated by deliberate hostility to the 
United States. U is a studied affront which our peo­ 
ple understand and will ultim ately resent. Talk as 
we may about kindred blood, and the language of 
IIilion and Shakespeare, there is not an American 
who does not feel instinctively that England is the 
only enemy we have among the nations, and sooner 
or later we shall be cola pel led by self-respect, if not 
for self-preservation, to obliterate every vestige of 
British power from this hemisphere. There is no al­ 
ternative. The guns of Halifax and V ancouver are 
pointed at us. The Canadian Pacific Railroad, built 
by England's subsidies,m ates our northern frontier 
more vulnerable than out seacoast. G reat Britain, 
jealous of our suprem acy,is inexorably opposed to 
our territorial expansion t>\vard the pole and the 
e*r»ator. 
H er cireurnvallaton is com plete. 
Her 
navy stations and fortresse: menace us from every 
point of the com pass. 
Froi the close of the Revo­ 
lution till now her cotidu* toward us has been 
characterized by treach ry, uplicity, and insult in 
peace, and by brutal ferocitj in war. 
Left to tne 
operation or social, industbl. and com m ercial 
forces, Canada would irresiuhly gravitate into 
the Am erican Union. The ultdate coalition is in­ 
evitable. 
It 
may be violem Bnd com pulsory. 
If 
British 
men-of-war 
cotinue 
to 
haul 
down the flags of American tsbermeu without 
protest 
in 
w aters 
of 
vhich 
England 
has practically no more jurisdictin than the United 
S tat -s have in the Mersey or the sanies, the issue 
will pass beyond diplomacy, and or volunteers will 
m arch on M ontreal aud Quebec an,take possession 
of the C anadian I'aciflc and the St.Lawrence. 
Tho 
chief political obstacle would be fond in tho fact 
th a t Canada would naturnlly be Rejibllcan. W heat 
was raised last y ear iu the valley of eaco River, a 
thousand miles north of St. Paul. Th great arable 
Í 
>lains and rich intervales would attrat populations 
ike th at of D akota, incapable of adt>ting Demo­ 
cratic heresies. 


Tliese words were uttered before the elec­ 
tion, when the Democratic party lornmed up 
us an insurm ountable obstucle. 
T h t obsta­ 
cle is now overcome. 
Mr. Clevelaut in the 
quiet of his retirem ent from political r-tivily, 
will read these prophesies of nationagreat 
ness,aud*perhaps regret that lie did noibegin 
with the acquisition of Cuba, which ould 
have been paid for out of the treasury sur­ 
plus, and would have created a reliably Dm 
ocratic state with the area and |>opulation »f 
Tennessee.

out of them. 
To this is to be added the rep­ 
resentation in both Houses of Congress and 
the Electoral College from at least seven new 
states, equally solid in their Republicanism. 
The census will be completed in 1890, and 
the new apportionment will be made by the 
fifty-first Congress, already elected, in the 
session of 1890-01. 
It is not to go over and 
be left to the chances of a new Congressioaal 
election in 1890. 
If the Republicans can hold their present 
majority of' 20 or more in the coming House 
from the existing districts, the accessions by 
a new apportionment, by gains in the new 
South and by the admission of new states, 
will carry that m ajority up to 60 in the fifty' 
second Congress. 
If it can hold New York 
in the next Presidential election the Republi­ 
can successor of Benjamin Harrison can 
be reasonably assured of a two-thirds major­ 
ity iu the Electoral College. 
The new states 
will of course give the Senate to the Republi­ 
cans by an overwhelming m ajority. 
And 
these new states, added to those which now 
elect Republican Legislatures, will make pos­ 
sible some very necessary amendments to the 
constitution. 
It is possible, especially, that 
Article 14. Section 2, can he made clearer 
than it is. 
If the colored people of the South 
are not allowed to vote, it is important that 
the basis of representation should be reduced 
by excluding the entire colored üopulation, 
or else by basing representation upon the vote 
cast, instead of upon the census.

THE VICTORY AND THE CENSUS. 


Iu estim ating the benefits to the country of 
the sweeping Republican victory of Tuesday 
last, ttie fact is not to be lost sight of that the 
federal census is to be taken in 1890. 
It will 
be taken uuder Republican direction. 
The 
census of 1880 was under the direction of 
Gen. Francis A. W alker, a professed Repub­ 
lican. but a rabid free trader who afterw ards 
developed into a Mugwump. 
The honesty 
of that census has always been suspected, for 
the reason that it gave to the Soutli a greater 
per ccutage of the increase than to the North. 
South Carolina gained more than New York, 
Texas more than Minnesota, and Arkansas 
more than New Jersey. 
Rural states of* the 
South, desolated by the war, aud several of 
which did not contain a single town of suf­ 
ficient size to raise it to the dignity of a city 
at the N orth, were accorded a larger popula­ 
tion, and hence a greater proportionate rep­ 
resentation in Congress and the Electoral 
College, than some N orthern states which 
had doubled and ¿trebled their m anufactur­ 
ing capacity during the preceding decade. 
Tills fraud alone sufficed to elect a Demo 
cratic President in 1884 and to give the 
South control of the House for six years. 
All of this is to be changed. 
The census 
to bé taken in 1890 will be under Republican 
direction. 
Each state will be given credit 
for its entire population, but nothing more. 
The wrong Inflicted upon the country by 
giving the Solid South, or less than ouc-tbird 
of the Union, an increase of 15 members in a 
total increase of 82 will be made right. 
The 
great Northwest has been growing rapidly, 
while tbe old Bourbon states have stood still. 
The census will change the proportionate 
representation of the North and South by at 
least ten votes in favor of the former.

A Sy stem o f Sew erage nt O ne 
cated for this City . 
The sy stem of sewerage, at one time advo 
cated for this City , has heen adopted in the 
town of East Orange, N. J., and it is ex 
petted it will l» e a success. 
The sy stem is 
what is known as the small pipe flush tank 
separate sy stem. 
The sewage is carried 
through laterals into main pipes and the 
by means of Hushing with automatic flush 
tanks, carried out of the village into a large 
receiver, where it is deodorized. 
The liquid 
matter passes off. the solid matter settles to 
the bottom, is collected and used as a fcrtil 
izer. 
It is claimed that the sale of this tertil 
izer will furnish a sufficient revenue to pay the 
cost of running the works. 
The sy stem in 
East-Orange is calculated to dispose of the 
sewage of a population of 60,000. 
Whole 
cost is $370,000. 
In this separate sy stem of 
sewerage storm water does not run into the 
pipes. 
The pipes 
being small continual 
flushing with water has the effect of keeping 
them thoroughly cleansed. 
It does away 
with the objeetiou of empty ing sewage I 
fresh 
water streams. 
The sy stem, it i 
claimed, could be used to great advantage in 
this City , especially in the upper portion, the 
formation of the ground there being well 
calculated'to make it successful.

AN OLD VETERA N GIVES AN OPINION. 


W here M uzzle-L oaders D id W o n d erful E x ­ 
e c utio n —R apid F irin g . 
A Kingston veteran said, to-day : “ Great 
attention is l>eing paid by military men to m ag­ 
azine rifles that will carry a small ball with 
great power of penetration. 
They are favor­ 
able to the small bore because the cartridges 
will be smaller and the soldier can carry more 
ammunition into battle on his person. 
It is- 
my opinion that it is of much greater im­ 
portance to teach soldiers to hit the object 
they fire at. 
If every soldier in an army is a 
good shot and can hit his mark twice out^of 
three times, greater success will be had with 
a luuzzle-loadiug rifle than with a magazine 
rifle that will fire away as fast as a man pulls 
a trigger, if he is not a marksman. 
The his­ 
tory of the past shows that where men were 
experts with the rifle the old muzzle loaders 
did wonderful execution. 
Take for instance 
the battle of Bunker Hill, 
The Americans 
with little more organization than a mob, suc­ 
cessfully resisted two assaults of an armv of 
traiued British soldiers, killing and wound 
ing half their number. 
The Americans were 
expert riflemen and they shot to kill. 
In the 
battle of New-OrleausttieBritish, with 12.000 
of the finest soldiers of the world, veterans 
of many battles, in a few minutes were [mt 
to rout by 3,000 undisciplined Americans be­ 
cause ’of tlie latier’s their skill with the 
rifle. 
The 
British 
lost 
2,600 
killed 
and 
wounded, 
while 
the 
Americaus lost eight killed and 13 wounded. 
Daring the war of the Rebellion the Confed­ 
erates won several battles by their superior 
skill in handling the musket. 
The Confed­ 
erates 
generally 
were 
good marksmen. 
Soldiers carry iu battle 60 rounds of ammuni­ 
tion. 
A thousand men, therefore, can fire 
60,000 shots. 
I! these soldiers are as expert 
as our western cowboy s in the use of their 
weapons, and can kill every third shot, they 
will slay au army of 10,000 men. 
Isn’t it 
common sense to say it is of the greatest im­ 
portance that soldiers should be expert with 
the rifle? W hat benefit is there iu rapid fir­ 
ing if it does no execution? 
What benefit is 
penetration if the ball docs not hit the object? 
If military men would set themselves to work 
to train soldiers in superior marksmanship, 
afid less m fancy maneuvering, their armies 
would he more effective iu actual warfare 
with or without a magazine rifle.”

The system of sewerage, at one time advo 
cated for this City, has been adopted in the 
town of East Grange, N. J., and it is ex­ 
pected it will be a success. 
The system is 
what is known as tiie small pipe flush lank 
separate system. 
The sewage is carried 
through laterals into main pipes and then 
by means of flushing with automatic flush 
tanks, carried out of the village into a large 
receiver, where it is deodorized. 
The liquid 
matter passes off, the solid matter settles to 
the bottom, is collected and used as a fertil­ 
izer. 
It is claimed that the sale of this fertil­ 
izer will furnish a sufficient revenue to pay the 
cost of running the works. 
The system iu 
East-Orange is calculated to dispose of the 
sewage of a population of 60,000. 
Whole 
cost is $370,000. 
In this separate system of 
sewerage storm water does not run into the 
pipes. 
The pipes 
being small continual 
flushing with water has the effect of keeping 
them thoroughly cleansed. 
It does away 
with the objection of emptying sewage in 
fresh 
water streams. 
The system, it is 
claimed, could be used to great advantage in 
this City, especially in the upper portion, the 
formation of the ground there being well 
calculated*to make it successful.

AN OLD VETERAN GIVES AN OPINION. 


W h e re M u zzle-L o ad e rs D id W o n d e rfu l E x ­ 
e c u tio n —R a p id F irin g . 
A Kingston veteran said, to-day; “ Great 
attention is being paid by military men to mag­ 
azine rifles that will carry a small ball with 
great power of penetration. 
They are favor­ 
able to the small bore because the cartridges 
will be smaller and the soldier can carry more 
ammunition into battle on his person. 
It is- 
my opinion that it is of much greater im­ 
portance to teach soldiers to hit the object 
they fire at. 
If every soldier in an army is a 
good shot and can hit his mark twice outjof 
three times, greater success will be had with 
muzzle-loading rifle than with a magazine 
rifle that will Are away as fast as a man pulls 
a trigger, if he is not a marksman. 
The his­ 
tory of the past shows that where men were 
experts with the rifle the old muzzle loaders 
did wonderful execution. 
Take for instance 
the battle of Bunker Bill. 
The Americans 
with little more organization than a mob, suc­ 
cessfully resisted two assaults of an arrnv of 
traiued British soldiers, killing and wound 
iug half their number. 
The Americans were 
expert riflemen and they shot to kill. 
In the 
battle of New-OrleaustneBritish, with 12.000 
of the finest soldiers of the world, veterans 
of many battles, iu a few minutes were put 
to rout by 3,000 undisciplined Americans be­ 
cause ’ot tire latter’s their skill with the 
rifle. 
The 
British 
lost 
2,600 
killed 
and 
wounded, 
while 
the 
Americans lost eight killed and 13 wouuded. 
During the war of the Rebellion the Confed­ 
erates wou several battles by their superior 
skill in handling the musket. 
The Confed­ 
erates 
generally 
were 
good marksmen. 
Soldiers carry iu battle 00 rounds of ammuni­ 
tion. 
A thousand uien, therefore, can fire 
60,000 shots. 
If these soldiers are as expert 
as our western cowboys iu the use of their 
weapons, nnd can kill every third shot, they 
will slay au army of 10,000 men. 
Isn’t it 
common sense to say it is of the greatest im­ 
portance that soldiers should be expert with 
the rifle7 What benefit is there in rapid fir­ 
ing if it does no execution?

ing half their number. 
The Americans were 
expert riflemen and they shot to kill. 
In the 
battle of Ne w-OrleausHie British, with 12.000 
of the finest soldiers of the world, veterans 
of many battles, in a few minute* were put 
to rout by 8.000 undisciplined Americans be­ 
cause 'o f the lultcr’s their skill with the 
rifle.

while

Americans lost eight killed and 13 wounded. 
Daring the war of the Rebellion the Confed­ 
erates won several battles by their superior 
skill in handling the musket.

60,000 shots.
